considerable  knowledige  outside  ttie  realm  of 
medicine.  In  his  own  particular  province  he 
says  that  diagnosis  of  disease  is  the  most  difll- 
eult  part  of  the  medical  art  because  the  pleture 
varies  so  greatly  with  the  individual  the  dncUn- 
must  take  stock  of  the  personal  factor.  He  must 
realkw  the  social  background.  Physiology  teaches 

th.Tt  the  health  of  a  man  depends  on  hl.s  own 
initiative  and  effort.  WiUi  some,  such  initiative 
and  effort  aro  bibom;  with  ottiers  the  stimulus 
of  necessity  Is  needed 

On  the  basis  of  this  lesson  from  medical 
diagnosis.  Lord  Dawson  points  a  moral  tot 
statesmen  He  says  that  until  the  later  part 
of  the  last  century  statesmen  thought  in  terms 
Of  individuals— "the  fight  was  for  freedom  of 
COn.selence.  equality  of  opportunity,  .sclf- 
goverument."  Then  the  State  was  looked  upon 
as  an  aggregate  of  Individuals.  Now  statesman- 
ship ha.s  developed  a  parental  function  and  is 
concerning  Itself  more  and  more  with  construe- 
ttvo  mcasurss  for  ths  lisaHh.  prosperHy  and 
nnte;iJ  the  people  This  parental  rule  Is 
growing.

The  workers  there 
protect  themsehrsa,  their  hours  of  labor  and  their 
wages  On  the  other  hand,  what  they  produce 
is  not  protected.  It  has  to  face  foreign  competi- 
tion under  severe  hendlrape.  Itie  produce  of 
Great  Brlta'.r.  L'  open.— tO- Onslanght-^  from  all 
quarters.  This  Is  a  fact  which  is  becoming  more 
patent  every  day.  What  has  Impreesed  It  more 
than  anything  else  is  the  rising  of  the  unem- 
ployed roll  to  upwards  of  9.000,000.  The  total  is 
so  formidable  simply  because  ^the  goods  work- 
Ingmen  produce  have  not  the  markets  they 
would  have  under  protection,  which  is  a  panacea 
for  Increasing  Uie  facilities  for  woric. 

There  is  now  a  definite  swing  towards  protec- 
t\on  In  Great  BrlUln.  Already,  in  anticipation 
of  Its  being  put  into  effect  before  much  time 
has  passed,  the  trade  outlook  l.s  Improving.  It 
U  being  freely  stated  in  some  quarters  that  it 
is  only  a  questtoi  of  a  comparaUvely  short  time 
before  Labor  Itself  will  become  completely  con- 
verted to  a  fiscal  policy  which  will  be  comple- 
mentary to  the  protection  which  now  envelops 
trade  unionism  There  arc  cheerful  and  hopeful 
signs  amid  the  present  depression.  The  Con- 
servative Party  and  Industry  are  waiting  pa- 
tiently for  the  conversion  of  Great  Britain  from 
free  trade  leanings.

TYRIAN  PUBPI^C 


Purple  and  mauve  are.  in  our  variable  cllmite.  the 
most  unthrifty  co'.or.s  wlUch  can  be  worn,  a.s  lliey 
quickly  fade,  observes  a  writer  In  John  0'  London  s 
WeekV.  It  was  not  so  with  the  famous  Tyrian  purple, 
which,  ta  place  of  fading,  was  deepened  by  exix)sure 
to  the  air.  We  can  lecture  the  Soman  dandy,  as  he 
fared  forth  in  W*  purple  toga.  knowUig  that  the  teigiit 
.sunlight,  instead  of  Injuring  it,  would  InCensIfy  its 
rich  tlnt«.  He  also  knew  ttiat  only  the  wealthy  and 
luxurious  could  afford  to  wear  the  Tyrian  purple  owing 
to  the  exppn.slTP  method  of  produrlnR  it  If-s  manu- 
facture was  a  great  source  of  wealth  m  the  merchants 
m  the  ancient  city  of  Tyre,  whirh  had  a  world-wide 
celebrity  for  iU  dyeing  and  weaving  establLshments. 

The  eolorlng  matter  was  procured  from  the  ^hell- 
flsh  Murex  truncuhis.  which  was  found  in  the  ACediter- 
ranean  and  chiefly  on  the  coasts  Of  Asia  Mbwr  and 
Phoenicia  Tlic  quantity  in  each  shell  was  vsryHuU, 
ncnce  great  quantities  were  required.  The  murrea  are 
noted  for  their  bright  color.s  and  for  tliplr  funUstlc 
shapes.  During  excavations  at  Pompeii  shells  of  thU 
species  were  feont,  having  probably  been  ussd  by 
painters. 

Fabric  to  be  dytd  was  sometimes  moistened  with 
sea  water.  Ihe  natural  dye.  as  found  in  the  sheU,  was 
then  brushed  over  It  two  or  three  times,  after  which 
It  was  exposed  to  the  Sir  and  sutuMne.   At  fbret  a 

faint  yellow.  It  turned  to  frten.  then  finally  to  deep 
purple,  and  the  color  was  "fa.st "  During  the  process 
a  disagreeable  adour  was  usual,  and  climg  slightly  to 
the  Mrls  foibeme  time  after.—

Story  of  Confederation  as  Told  by  The  Colonist* 
Whicii  Quunpioned  the  Cause  of  Umon

IT  would  have  been  well  had  Confederation  followed  quickly 
on  British  Columbia's  ofRcisI  request  for  it.  But  there 
were  obstacles  in  the  way  that  could  only  be  removed  by 
time  and  consideration.  Not  only  had  the  terms  of  union  to 
be  discussed,  but  Canada  hsd  still  to  acquire  the  Northwest 
Territory  from  the  Hudson's  Bay  Company,  before  there  could 
be  communication  between  the  East  and  thj^West.  It  was  to  be 
years  before  the  resolution  passed  so  unanimously  in  the  Ltgis- 
lativc  Council  at  New  Westminster  bore  fruit  in  union. 

In  the  meantime  conditions  in  British  Columbia  grew  no 
better.  The  colony  was  rapidly  going  bankrupt,  and  it  was 
realized  that  only  a  change  of  dovcrnment  could  prevent  its 
utter  ruin.  Public  opinion,  which  had  enthusiastically  endorsed 
the  proposed  union  with  Caasda.  began  to  vacillate  with  the 
inevitable  delay.  Under  such  conditions  those  who  were  agifat 
ins  for  annexation  with  the  United  States,  gained  a  stronger 
following. 

Undoubtedly  the  purcha.se  of  Ala.ska  did  much  to  a;zj?tav,ttc 
the  prevailing  discontent.  Not  only  was  it  a  blow  to  the  trade 
with  the  Russian  possessions,  but  it  thruilt  home  to  the  colony 
its  isolated  and  unprotected  ..  n  lirion,  and  the  Stealing  indif- 
ference of  the  Home  Government  lo  its  late. 

An  estimate  of  the  value  of  Alaska  in  1867  is  of  interest  in 
the  light  of  later  developments  The  region  was  rcprev^ntcd. 
says  an  editorial  in  The  British  Colonist,  not  only  as  a  mine  of 
wealth  to  the  fur  traders,  but  also  as  very  rich  in  precious  and 
base  metals:  and  there  was  a  tradition  among  the  traders  that 
large  quantities  of  gold  were  collected  annually  from  the  natives. 
It  had.  too,  very  valuable  fishing  grounds.  Codfish  wss  cured 
snd  sent  to  the  California  market,  and  ice  was  also  exporte(i  But 
the  coast  was  almost  dwtitute  of  timber,  and  there  was  no  good 
coal,  presenting  two  barri«rs  to  the  rapid  settlement  of  the 
country. 

Commercially  considered,  says  the  fditorial.  the  establish- 
ment of  a  colony  of  energetic  settlers,  who  would  open  the  mines, 
and  develop  ihc  other  resources  of  the  country,  would  certainly 
prove  beneficial  to  British  Columbia.  But  looking  at  the  cession 
from  a  political  standpoint,  it  goes  on.  "we  confess  we  are  not 
a  little  startled  to  observe  the  strides  that  our  American  neighbor 
is  making  on  all  sides  to  hem  in  and  cut  off  from  every  chance 
of  territorial  expansion  the  British  North  Amsricaa  Con- 
federacy " 

While  even  the  American  newspapers  wert  divided  in  opinion 
as  to  the  bargain  strack  with  Russia,  there  wss  no  doubt  in 
Brttisfa  Columbia  as  to  its  value  Alaska  might  be.  as  was  said 
in  the  East,  capable  of  prcxlucing  nothing  but  fish  oil.  furs, 
ictbergs.  and  Esqutmsv*.  but  Vsncower  Islsnd  was  in  a  poei- 
tiOB  to  State  thai  is  »  v.iluablr  acquisition,  and  the  treaty 
W66  regarded  here,  says  I  be  Colonist,  as  a  master  stroke  of  the 
Secretary  of  State.  Mri  Scwatd.

said: 

"Those  who  manage  and  own  in- 
dustry, those  who  oontrol  and  ad- 
minister the  aSaira  of  aavemment, 
and  thoae  «Sio  work  and  are  repre- 
sented by  aaea  of  their  own  choosing 
win  be  well  nigh  guilty  of  moral 
and  rrlrninal  negligence  if  they  per- 
mit .so<-ifiy  to  be  intermittently 
exposed  to  the  deadening  and  de- 
stroying eflecLs  of  cvcllral  periods 
of  unemployment." 

The  labor  leader  urged  the  estab- 
llatunent  of  a  seoured  annual  wage 
earners'  Income  as  a  guaid  against 
poverty  and  sufTerlng  dnrtng  such 
periods. 

Declaring  the  celebration  of  Labor 
Day  without  attention  to  "the  over- 
shadowing problem  of  unemploy- 
ment," wa«  impossible,  Mr.  Green 
said  lndu.ttry  was  partly  Idle  be- 
cause the  consuming  market  could 
not  absorb  ma£.s  production. 

He  said  that  no  serious  effort  had 
been  made  to  deal  with  the  problem 
of  tecbnllogloal  unampieyinent  or  to 
extend  aaslatanoe  to  the  vtotims  of 
meehanlcal  displacement  and  that 
only  by  meeting  this  problem  c.^tiM 
the  nation  hope  to  maintain  every 
human  b^ing  as  a  consuming  unit.

Separate  action  will  be  taken  by 
the  City  Council  on  motion  of 
Alderman  R  N  Pra.ser,  who  mo\eri 
that  the  Sunday  operation  of 
Happyland  be  brought  to  the  atten- 
tion of  the  11  ilice  commission.
